It ‘is a thing.that haunts the doctors and nurses | 
day and night, keeps a full-fledged fire department on 
24-hour duty and makes weekly fire drills mandatory for 
even the aged and the helpless.

(There’s a saying at Mil- 
ledgeville that you can sometimes tell patients from hos- 
pital personnel only by the fact that patients’ pockets 
don’t clink.) 

A long hall bisected the building, The floor gleamed 
yellow-white from many scrubbings, but it was splintery 
and punctuated by loose and rotten planks. The plaster 
walls were recently whitewashed but they were criss- 
crossed with cracks and crumbled at the corners. Single 
light bulbs hanging by dropcords at well-spaced intervals 
down the hall were the sole sources of illumination. Rooms 
for the patients, opening off on either side, were caverns 
of darkness. . 

“This building came along before electricity,” a doctor 
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on the head and seized her. Jen- 


‘nings managed to get to his feet

Atlanta’s metropolitan population is estimated 
by the Atlanta Chamber as 565,000, considerably 
ahead of Birmingham’s claimed 502,398. 

The Birmingham Post also maintained: 

Birmingham’s population gain since 1940 was 
94.547, compared wtih 55,815 in Atlanta. Her 
dwelling units gain was 29,070, compared with 
17,426 in Atlanta. Birmingham’s employment 
gain was 60,576 jobs, and Atlanta’s was 49,721 
jobs. Birmingham’s percentage of population in- 
crease since 1940 was listed as 23 percent, where- 
as Atlanta’s was given as “only 13 percent.” 

But the Atlanta Chamber had some figures 
to offer, too. 

In 1947, it pointed out, Atlanta’s bank clear- 
ings totaled more than 10 billion, while Bir- 
mingham’s amounted to less than four billion, 
Atlanta’s postal receipts passed nine million dol- 
lars, whereas Birmingham’s were some three mil- 
lion. At the last census, the total value of 
Atlanta’s manufactured products was estimated 
as $165,729,836, and Birmingham's at $91,104,272.

That is in five of the 20 buildings at the second largest 
mental hospital in the world. Those are the buildings 
which Welfare Director Ireland and Dr. Yarbrough long 
to see torn down and replaced by|such modern structures 
as the Green Building, named for an early superintendent; 
the Arnall Building, named for Ellis Arnall when he was 
Attorney General, and the beautiful maximum security 
building, where criminally insane prisoners from Tattnall 


are confined. 


But building at Milledgeville is a slow process and, at 
best, a drop in the vast ocean of the institution’s need. A 
new Negro unit, now under construction, will be finished 


next Fall but even after it is ready 
for occupancy it will accommodate 
only 450 of the 1,000 now living 
in a firetrap. That will mean that 


the woefully inadequate 1882 


building will continue to stand, 
that the old-fashioned “twin build- 


ings,” housing 1,500 white women, | 
the Dupre building, housing 759 borers, and Dr. Yarbrough smil- 


patients, detached buildings and 
frame dormitories, housing 470, 


will continue to constitute dan- 
gerous prisons to the ill men and 
women confined in them. 


In addition to the dangerous) 


housing for one-third of the hos- 
pital’s 9,450 patients, there’s the 
heart-breaking spectre of medical 
meglect. Dr. Yarbrough, the ad- 
ministrative head of the institu- 
tion, is forced by the shortage of 
doctors to leave his office for 


hours at the time to make ward 


rounds and give shock treatments. 
In addition to Dr. Yarbrough and 
Dr. R. W. Bradford, clinical di- 
rector, there are 16 other doctors 
for nearly 10,000 patients—and 
gix of those are past 65 years of 


age and four are incapacitated, ac- 


eording to the Superintendent’s 
last annual report to Director Ire- 
land. 

Milledgeville’s acute need of 
doctors is not merely a reflection 
of the national need, officials in- 


the fact that the State Hospital 
for the Insane has long been a po- 
litical football. There have been 
instances when a new Governor 


taking office would fire 300 hos-' 


pital employees at one swoop. 

As a result the 1,100 hospital 
workers, the majority of whom 
make less than $100 a month, en- 


gare in frenzied Political activity, 


making up for lack of security by 
a grasp for temporary power. 
Although there is no record of 
doctors and supérintendents hav- 
ing been fired in a change of ad- 
ministration, nurses and technical 
workers are constantly menaced 


|by threats of underpaid, often- 


times unskilled attendants and la- 


ingly admitted that the Superin- 


tendent gets his share of warn- 


ings, too. 

“They come too late now to 
scare me,” Dr. Yarbrough said. 
“I’m like that old firetrap over 
there—I came into the world in 
1882 and I’m tired. But I am con- 
cerned for my patients. They are 
helpless people whose care should 
be the first consideration and 


there is no way of caring for them 


when you can’t get doctors.” 

Salaries are low for young doc- 
tors at the Milledgeville hospital, 
averaging less than $500 a month, 
but neat, attractive houses are pro- 
vided for the families of the phy- 
sicians, right on the pleasant, tree 
shaded grounds. Utilities are fur- 
nished and meals in the officers’ 
dining room for doctors on duty. 

But that other consideration— 
security? 

“It doesn’t exist!” declared the 
Superintendent. “I had two appli- 
cations from two young doctors 
yesterday. I was anxious to get

Claiming 6,500 


In Georgia 


Approximately 6,500 Geor- 
gians now living eventually 
will succumb to diabetes, ac- 
cording to mortality studies of 
the disease reported in ‘“‘Geor- 
gia’s Health,” monthly publi- 
cation of the State Department 
of Public Health. 


Diabetes now ranks fifth 
among the causes of death, the 
paper stated, adding: “Dia- 
betes is increasing, despite 
better understanding of the 
disease and improvements in 
its treatment.” 

Diabetes is found more in 
“people who are overweight,” 
the publication reports, and 
more among persons in high 
income brackets. “Ease, lux- 
ury and indulgence” are 
blamed for the increase in dia- 
betes, which seldom is present 
“in people who exercise suffi- 
ciently or do hard physical 
labor.”

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Georgia's Librarians Have Worked Hard 


7 At the Southeastern Library Conven- 
tion just concluded in Louisville, Ky., 
Georgia looked good—in comparison. 

Two of her representatives, affection- 
ately referred to by their associates as 
“Nix and Jones,” have earned a fine repu- 
tation for themselves and their fellow- 
workers and for their State. They are 
Miss Lucile Nix and Miss Sarah Jones, 
who modestly give credit to all who have 
worked with them for Georgia’s showing. 

The over-all picture is not good. 


alarming. About six million Southeastern 
States children have no library facilities. 

All librarians are trying, public and 
school alike. The Southeast seems to be 
too apathetic about books and libraries. 
In a recent bond issue election in a major 
Georgia city every issue won save that 
for the library. 

Georgia has the second best showing 
in the Southeast. Georgia has an esti- 
mated 620,000 persons without library 
service. North Carolina is in first place. 
Only 278,904 North Carolinians are with- 
out this service. Georgia is far ahead of 
Alabama, where almost 1,500,000 persons 
are without library services, and also well 
ahead of Virginia, Florida, Kentucky and 
Tennessee where average per capita in- 
come is greater. 

This means our library workers have 
done a great and unselfish job and that 
they have had the help of the State School 
Superintendent and of all concerned. It 
is not enough. We can do better. 

Meanwhile, we wish to salute “Nix 
and Jones” and all their co-workers, not 
forgetting the fine persons who drive the 
bookmobiles and take books to the far 
corners of the State. 


There are 24 million persons in the 
nine Southeastern States. Their public 
libraries contain 8,500,000 books—about 
one-third of a book apiece. In 1947 these 
states spent a mere 18 cents each for pub- 
lie library support. 


At the same time the nation as a whole, 
including the Southeastern States’ low 
average, had more than 132 million per- 
sons and 131 million library books for 
them to read. They spent 52 cents per 
person to support their libraries. If the 
low averages of the Southeast were not 
included the result would, of course, be 
higher for the rest of the nation.

The price has to be slightly 
higher than for the larger birds’ 
because a producer has to rais 
more of them to get the same total 
weight in his flock, compared with 
heavier birds. 

This extra cost is partially off- 
set because the smaller birds ma- 
ture from two to four weeks 
earlier than some of the heavier 
birds. 

The thrifty housewife should re- 
member this in buying turkeys: 
Generally, the larger the bird the 
more meat there will be in pro- 
portion to waste, such as bone and 
legs. So if you like lots of cold 
turkey after Thanksgiving Day it’s 
thriftier to buy larger birds.

IS A KILLING FROST MORE LIKELY ON A CLEAR NIGHT? 


Yes, because on clear, dry nights heat losses from the sur- 
face are large and plants are more likely to be killed by cold. 
But, when there is moisture in the air and the night gets cold, 
the moisture freezes first. A white hoarfrost may then settle 
without harming the leaves. This is so because the freezing 
water gives up its heat, which to some extent protects the 
plants. Also moisture, in the form of clouds and haze in the 
upper air, forms a blanket which prevents the earth’s surface 
heat from radiating out into space.

HERE were no embittered accusations, no 
frenzied recriminations. No one had a tan- 
“+rum or broke into anguished sobs. 

The judge rustled a few papers and said, 
quietly: “Divorce granted.” 

As soon as she heard the verdict upholding 
her charge of “separation,” the stylish brunette 
turned and left the Reno courtroom. For the 
first time since her marriage in 1912, Mrs. Eve- 
lyn Schiffer Lehman was a free woman. 

Her freedom wasn’t the only thing Mrs. Leh- 
man gained. In her possession that warm August 
afternoon last summer were two checks. They 
were signed by her ex-husband, Allan S. Lehman, 
wealthy Wall Street investment banker, who the 
following day married Mrs. Anne Roche, former 
wife of newspaperman Walter Marshall. 

The size of the checks, since neither the 
comely divorcee nor her lawyers would reveal 
it, could not be confirmed officially, but it was 
reliably reported that one was for $2,000,000 
and the other for $1,500,000. The total, $3,500,- 
000, was reported to be the largest settlement in 
the history of the Reno divorce courts. It placed 
Mrs. Lehman, who was once voted one of New 
York’s 10 best-dressed women, high on the list 
of those to whom marital failure has proved 
a glittering financial bonanza. 

Only two weeks before the final disposition 
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of the Lehman case, Mary Barnes Norvell Don- 
nelly, of Chicago, received one of the largest 
divorce settlements on record in that area from 
her wealthy 52-year-old husband, Thorne Don- 
nelly, heir to a large printing fortune. 

Married at Catlettsburg, W. Va., in April, 
1931, the couple separated in June, 1947. In the 
divorce bill, Mrs. Donnelly charged desertion. 
Under terms of an agreement accompanying the 
suit, her spouse agreed to pay her $70,000 ali- 
mony the first year and $60,000 annually there- 
after, for life. In the event of her remarriage, 
the payments would be cut to $20,000 yearly. 

Custody of the couple’s son, Thorne Barnes 
Donnelly, 15, was awarded to the mother. The 
youngster’s living and educational expenses, it 
was agreed, would be paid by the senior Donnel- 
ly, who also turned over memberships in two 
exclusive suburban clubs to his former wife. 

In addition to these expenses, Mr. Donnelly 
also was faced with $30,000 annual alimony pay- 
ments to his first wife, Helen Pauling Donnelly, 
whom he married in November, 1917, while a 
Navy lieutenant. That marriage was dissolved 
in 1931. 

William S. Paley, Board Chairman of the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, reportedly laid 
$1,500,000 on the line when he and his wife, 
Dorothy Hart Paley, parted last year. Mrs.

Paley, who had married: the radio tycoon at 
Kingman, Ariz., in 1933, won her divorce on 
grounds of desertion. 

A few days later, Paley married Barbara 
Cushing Mortimer, daughter of the late great 
brain surgeon, Dr. Harvey Cushing, and ex-wife 
of New York socialite Stanley G. Mortimer. 

The husband of another Cushing sister, John 


* Hay “Jock” Whitney, also figured in one of the 


more expensive divorce settlements. Before his 
marriage to Betsy Cushing Roosevelt, former 
wife of Jimmy Roosevelt, Whitney reputedly 
settled $3,000,000 on his first spouse, Mary 
Elizabeth “Liz” Altemus Whitney, when she 
divorced him on the customary grounds of de- 
sertion in 1940. 

At least as colorful were the antics attributed 
to motor scion Horace E. Dodge by his ex-show- 
girl wife, Martha “Mickey” Devine, when she 
divorced him several years ago. Horace, ac- 
cording to his wife’s testimony, had a habit of 
breaking down doors, scattering clothes about 
the room and committing other acts of ill tem- 
per. In addition to these sins, Mickey intimated, 
he had been guilty of repeated unfaithfulness. 
For having endured such hardships, the shapely 
blonde demanded—and got-——-$900,000. 

Another unusual settlement, both from the 
standpoint of its size and the manner in which 
it was paid, was that awarded by movie magnate 
Louis B. Mayer to his wife, Margaret Shenberg 
Mayer, at the time of their divorce over a year 
ago. 
The first instalment of $1,250,000 was paid 
upon entry of the interlocutory decree, and this 
was followed by another payment of $1,000,000 
last March. It also was provided that two ad- 
ditional payments, each of $500,000, would be 
made by March, 1950. Interest on the unpaid 
balance and a property settlement involved an- 
other $355,000. The total: $3,605,000. 

The record for the highest alimony settle- 
ment must go, however, to tobacco heir Richard 
J. Reynolds. When he and his wife, Elizabeth 
“Blitz” Dillard Reynolds split up in 1946, she 
reportedly received $3,000,000 in cash and prop- 
erty valued at twice that amount. 

Mrs. Reynolds’ nickname of “Blitz,” it would

EE those towers?" someone on deck is likely 
S to Say, as the boat weaves its way among 

the Thousand Islands in the St. Lawrence 
River. “That’s Heart Island—the home of the 
Happy Ghosts.” 

Then you may hear the legend of the Happy 
Ghosts and how George C. Boldt had the island 
transformed into the shape of a heart and built 
on it a magnificent Rhine castle, which became 
the crumbling habitation of no living thing ex- 
cept bats and spiders and other wild creatures. 

George C. Boldt (who earned $1,500 a day 

running the old Waldorf-Astoria Hotel) was born 
on an island in the Baltic Sea. 
._ His father owned a gold-headed walking stick 
and used to promenade with it along the village 
streets, thus uphelding his dignity and gaining 
the reputation of being a man of consequence. 

The family wasn’t really prosperous, how- 
ever, and George was only able to get through 
primary school. 

In later years, he liked to tell how his mother 
was the mainstay of the household, stretching 
what little they had through careful planning. 

The memory of her industry and thrift—-and 
of his dignified father’s gold-headed stick—-often 
reaffirmed his belief in himself and his own abil- 
ity, when he was struggling for a foothold in 
America. 

An immigrant boy of 13, he arrived in New 
York City in 1864 and went to work as a dish- 
washer in a restaurant. In a few years, he saved 
enough to buy a chicken farm in Texas, but a 
flood wiped him out. For a while he was a cow- 
puncher, then returned to New York and landed 
a job as busboy in Parker’s restaurant. 

In those busboy days, learning the rudiments 
of the business that brought him fame and for- 
tune (he left an estate of $20,000,000), he was 
alert, observing and continually planning. Two 
things he wanted most—to be the head of a 
splendid hotel and to have a castle on an island, 
like those he’d seen in his youth on the Rhine, a 
magnificent summer home for his wife, when he 
found the right girl. 

After proving his worth as steward of a fash-

ionable hotel at Cornwall-on-the-Hudson, he 
landed a place in an exclusive club in Philade!- 
phia. It was there that he met the right gir! 
Miss Carer, daughter of the club steward. As 
his wife, she inspired him, encouraged him and 
helped him achieve his goal. 

Wealthy members of the club, impressed by 
his capabilities and his confident manner, backed 
him in establishing the Bellevue, which after- 
wards became the Bellevue-Stratford. 

Eventually he interested William Waldorf 
Astor in his plans for a grand hotel and the 
result was the old Waldorf-Astoria, with its cele- 
brated Peacock Alley. 

Once, while suffering so severely from sci- 
atica that he could not bend over without ex- 
cruciating pain, George Boldt was strolling down 
Peacock Alley and saw a cigar butt on the fine 
carpet. Assistant managers, clerks, and bellhops 
were watching his slow progress. Any one of 
them would have jumped forward at his bidding. 
But with great effort, he reached down and 
picked up the butt himself. That was his char- 
acteristic method of reproving his staff. 

Having become a mutimillionaire he set 
about making his other great dream come true. 

After buying an island in the St. Lawrence, 
out from Alexandria Bay, N. Y., he changed it 
into the shape of a heart, perhaps with the idea 
of having it resemble a valentine, since the prop- 
erty was to be a birthday gift for his wife. 

In 1900, work was begun on the castle, which

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was designed to house one hundred guests and 
their servants. Artists and artisans came from 
all over the world. From Italy was brought the 
finest marble for mantlepieces. From Ispahan 
came oriental rugs. From France came tapes- 
tries; from Spain rare paintings. 

Boldt had spent almost three million dollars 
on the castle and it was nearly completed—-when 
suddenly tragedy struck. 

On Jan. 12, 1902, Mrs. Boldt died. 

Her husband was heartbroken. 

A short telegram from him stopped work on 
the castle. The place became deserted. 

Vandals broke the costly windows, marked 
the walls and helped themselves to souvenirs. 
But the castle weathered the years--a monument 
to Boldt’s devotion to his wife. 

On the day that Boldt died, Dec. 5, 1916—so 
the story goes—-some curious individual visited 
the island and came away with a vivid account 
of seeing the shadowy figures of a man and 
woman, who frequently smiled at each other, 
wandering through the unfurnished banquet hall, 
where no gaiety had ever reigned. 

That was the beginning of the legend of the 
Happy Ghosts, which has grown with the years. 

On a moonlight but perfectly windless night 

some superstitious residents of the Thousand 
Islands say——the leaves of the huge trees on 
Heart Island begin to tremble and rustle, as out 
of the park’s black shadows the wraiths of Mr. 
and Mrs. Boldt emerge and ceremoniously enter 
the grand foyer, always smiling. 

No one, however, has told of seeing Mr. and 
Mrs. Boldt accompanied by a quaint little lady 
in 1860 crinoline and bonnet and a dignified old 
gentleman carrying a gold-headed walking stick 
—but it would be pleasant to think that they 
might sometimes be there.

DIMINUTIVE young Japanese 
woman, whose beauty was a 


challenge to the flowers in 
the hilltop garden where she stood, 
looked wistfully out over Nagasaki 
harbor and seemed to put her whole 
heart into the song she sang. 

“One fine day we'll notice a 
thread of smoke arising on the

Miho Nagato, the singer, had no 
need to pine for a loved one who 
had sailed away and not returned. 
The Tokyo opera star’s husband- 


manager, Yuji Suzuki, waited eager- 
ly in the shadows to applaud when 
the last note of the most famous aria 
of Puccini’s “Madame Butterfly” had 
echoed and faded away. 

The lovely soprano had come to 
12 Minami Yamate Cho, atop Hol- 
lander Hill, to rehearse her role as 
Cho-Cho-San, the tragic opera char- 
acter whom Puccini has made to 
live for all music lovers. She came 
because Japanese historians have se- 
lected this spot as the likely home 
of some unknown girl whose life 
story was, they believe, the foun- 
dation for the opera plot. 

Here in this parden which 
escaped destruction during’ the 
bombing of Nagasaki, city officials 
have planned to erect a monument 
honoring “Poor Butterfly.” 

When Hachiro Uchiyama, secre- 
tary of the Nagasaki National Mu- 
seum, and other chroniclers put 
their stamp of approval on this 
selection they did not declare that 
the entire story of Cho-Cho-San is 
authentic, but merely expressed 
belief that a love-tragedy similar to 
the one in the opera took place at 
12 Minami Yamato Cho. 

Nevertheless, it’ was easy for 
Miho Nagato to imagine that she 
actually was at the scene where, in 
“Madame Butterfly,” the wedding 
feast of Cho-Cho-San and Lt. B. F. 
Pinkerton of the U. S. Navy was 
celebrated. She could envision the 
American “husband,” who consid- 
ered the marriage a pleasant tem- 
porary affair, living in contentment 
in the fragil house with the Japa- 
nese bride whose heart had been 
given to him completely. 

When Pinkerton was ordered 
back to America unexpectedly he 
promised that he’d return in the 
spring, but time passed, a baby was 
born and three years had rolled by 
before Cho-Cho-San saw his ship in 
the harbor. Then, after waiting all 
night for him to come to her, she 
discovered that he had_ returned 
with an American wife. 

Butterfly, with no word of re- 
proach, bade Pinkerton happiness 
and agreed to let him take the 
child. Then she resorted to what 
she believed was the only honorable 
course. She took her own life. 

This was the tragic story the 
great Italian composer, Giacomo 
Puccini, saw portrayed on the Lon- 
don stage at the turn of the century. 
He was wildly enthusiastic about 
the play and wrote David Belasoc, 
its American producer, for permis- 
sion to use this Japanese saga as 
the libretto for a new opera. 

Belasco had adapted a short story 
by the American novelist, John 
Luther Long, for the stage and it 
is rumored that Long got his inspir- 
ation from a book, “Madame Chrys- 
anthemum,” by the French novelist, 
Pierre Loti. 


Loti revealed, in the dedication «° 
of his book to the Duchess of Riche- | 
lieu, that it was an accurate diary (| 


of the months he spent in Japan, 
while in the service of the French

Navy sometime in the early 1880s. 

According to what seems to have 
been a fairly common practice in 
Japan at the time, Loti had married 
a “temporary wife” for whom he 
paid $20.a month. Her real name 
was Kikou-San, but her pet name 
was Chrysanthemum. 

No child was born in this real- 
life situation and there was no 
tragic leave-taking when Loti final- 
ly sailed away. Chrysanthemum, 
who never had considered him an 
until-death-do-us-part mate, merely 
waved a casual good-by. 

Loti mentioned several other

marital situations similar to his 
own, and it seems reasonable to sup- 
pose that there might have been 
one little bride who expected her 
faith and love to bring her husband 
back to a permanent alliance, as 
did Cho-Cho-San in the opera. 

Loti’s description of his home 
with Chrysanthemum resembles both 
the setting for Puccini’s opera and 
the spot where the monument to 
Cho-Cho-San is to be erected. 

“From our garden,” Loti wrote, 
“we had a bewildering bird's-eye 
view of Nagasaki, its streets, its 
junks and its great pagodas.”’ 

Puccini’s opera, “Madame But- 
terfly,” had its premiere at the 
Scala, Milan, on Feb. 17, 1904. 

At that time the-composer sat 
in the wings waiting for the audi- 
ence reception of this “his greatest 
work.” 

He didn’t have long to wait be- 
fore he was dumbfounded by a pro- 
longed hissing. He listened, biting 
his nails and occasionally shouting 
in Tuscan, “Louder still, you beasts! 
Shriek, yell, jeer at me! But it is I 
who am right, I! It is the finest 
opera I have ever written.”’ | 

Puccini, who had used a repeated 
motif based on the “Star Spangled 
Banner” in order to make Lt. Pink- 
erton seem truly American, went 
to work and revised his beloved cre- 
ation in some of its details. 

When “Madame Butterfly” ap- 
peared for the second time it became 
world famous, 

Geraldine Farrar was one of 
America’s outstanding Cho-Cho- 
Sans, but perhaps the most realistic 
was Tamaki Miura, a young Japa- 
nese singer who had studied opera in 
Tokyo despite the protests of her 
parents and her scientist husband, 
Dr. Masataro Miura. She appeared 
at the Manhattan Opera House as 
Butterfly in 1915 and continued to 
play the role in this country for 
the next 15 years. 

In real-life this dainty Japanese 
creature was a Cho-Cho-San in re- 
verse, for it was she who had left 
her husband pining at home while 
she sailed away to fame and fortune 
and eventually, for a brief period, 
another mate in a foreign land. 

Madame Miura sang the songs of 
Cho-Cho-San over the radio for the 
last time from a hospital bed in 
Tokyo shortly before her death in 
1946. She undoubtedly did a great 
deal to keep the legend of poor But- 
terfly alive in her homeland. 

Whether or not there ever was 
a real Cho-Cho-San is relatively un- 
important to the Nagasaki twonspeo- 
ple whose chief object is to set up 
a monument to the tragic love story 
of a loyal young Japanese woman.

Y SISTER Dolores was probably the most 
beautiful woman ever to appear on the 
motion picture screen. Observing her re- 

‘cently, I was impressed that at 43 she still had 
a radiant loveliness girls half her age envy. 

It was inevitable that John Barrymore, the 
perfectionist, should fall in love with her, be- 
cause she was perfection at 20-—-an unawakened 
Diana, a blond goddess of innocence. 

Barrymore, then 44, was still married to his 
second wife, Blanche Oelrichs, who wrote poetry 
under the pen name of Michael Strange. He was 
one of Hollywood’s hightest-paid stars, and as a 
fellow artist I'll say he deserved every cent 
he got. 

He had last seen us in about 1914, at our 
Long Island place. Dolores and I were then little 
tykes playing with dolls, while Jack was cutting 
capers on Broadway and building his reputation 
as a witty young blade with fair——-but just fair! 
——possibilities as an actor. 

Dolores hit him between the eyes like a soft- 
nosed bullet when we came to Hollywood in 1925. 
We had contraets, but the producers were slowly 
killing us with magnificent inattention. They 
thought we were just trying to crash in on our 
father’s reputation. 

On about our tenth quest at the studio for a 
role for either of us, Barrymore saw us. 

He was standing on a balcony in front of the 
old Warner Brothers studio on Sunset Blvd., with 
Jack Warner, when Mother, Dolores and I drove 
up in a cab. Jack saw Dolores. He grabbed 
Warner’s arm. 

“Quick, man—who is she? 
he cried, 

They were casting then for the great silent 
version of ‘““The Sea Beast,’”’ one of Jack’s great- 
est pictures. Every girl in Hollywood was 
anxious to get mauled around the deck, because 
it was a cinch whoever got the role was either 
a star or on the way. Jack was looking them 
over, using his contractual right to pick his 
leading lady.

an unknown blonde, just because of. the fleet- 
ing impression she made, posed before a cab. 

But Barrymore had his way. He usually did.

Almost from the first, Jack was our “star 
boarder.”’.

Mother was horrified to think he was courting 
her daughter, at first. Dolores was as mad as 
Jack. They fell in love with the sudden violence 
of an earthquake. 

But Mother quickly learned to like him, and 
then love him.

HE charming 34-year-old Augusta Girard 
cast a half-exasperated glance at her hus- 
band in the Cleveland lawyer’s office. ‘Oh,

9. Edward will set up a joint bank account 
of $3,500—both signatures to be required to 
withdraw funds. 

10. The wife pledges to her husband her 
love and marital allegiance; she shall encourage 
and comfort him under adverse circumstances, 
and be loyal to him. 

11. They shall work together to repair their 
marriage. Each is urged to make reasonable 
concessions. 

12. When either shows symptoms of bad tem- 
per, the other must avoid “‘unwise impacts.” 

13. If the husband violates any of the terms 
of the agreement, he shall pay $160, or double 
the regular $80, for that week, and shall forfeit 


- his right to dwell in the same house with his 


wife for one week for each violation. 

14. If the wife -violates any of the terms, 
she shall be deprived of her husband’s “love, his 
affectionate kisses and other*displays of tender- 
ness” for a week—and the $80 payment shall 
be halted for one ‘week. 

Augusta nodded agreement. Edward had to 
think it over. Later he refused to sign. 

He continued, Augusta charged, to spend 
most of his time at his mother’s home. In June, 
after the birth of a son, he rejoined his wife 
for a short time—then left again, Morgenstern 
said: Augusta filed a new suit for divorce, 
charging that he spent time with gambling asso- 
ciates and “subordinated marital obligations to 
his filial attachment to his mother, and spent

Even after the new suits were filed, both 
Augusta and Edward still hoped for a reconcilia- 
tion—not, Edward insisted, under the 14 rules.

It wasn’t the first time a wife had tried 
to impose a series of commandments on her 
husband.

He asked the Supreme court to force his 
wife, Helen, from whom he had been separated 
for two years, to use her married name. She 
had been working, he charged, under her maiden 
name. 

If his suit turned out to be successful, he 
hoped to order her to return to him. To support 
his claim, he cited an ordinance of 1787 for the 
northwest territories which, he claimed, was not 
specifically rejected when Illinois became a state. 

He charged that a husband “has a property 
right” in a wife and said: 

“Marital status is that of master and slave. 
The husband is morally and legally the master 
to command in the conduct of things of married 
life. Even the wedding ring is a symbol of a 
wife’s state of slavery to her husband.”

It healed so beauti- 
fully that it is hardly noticeable 
now, and there has never been any 
recurrence of facial Cancer. 

In the early fall of the same 
year, however, I became suspicious 
of too frequent and excessive peri- 
odic processes. 

In spite of all that I have ever 
read about cancer sufferers, at that 
time I appeared to be in the “pink” 
of condition. 

Finally came a day when I could 
no longer stand the mental strain, 
as there was always in the back of 
my mind that dreadful suspicion 
that I might again be the victim of 


cancer. I consulted four doctors, who seemed 
to minimize the seriousness of my condition. 

One suggested that I might be suffering from 
some of the many “idiosyncrasies”? which are 
peculiar to menopause. 

However, I was not reassured. A new doctor 
had just begun td practice in our town, a man 
so young that he had been in school with one 
of my own children.

You see, having been the second youngest of 
eight orphan children at the age of 10, I had to 
learn early to say, “Thy will be done.” Arrange- 
ments were made for me to start X-ray treat- 
ments in a city 25 miles distant. 

As I could not afford to live there, my 
daughter drove me those 50 miles through bitter 
cold and heavy snows during the last week in 
January and nearly all of February. When the 
treatments had progressed to the point where 
it was safe to operate, my doctors advised a 30- 
day period in bed to reduce my blood pressure, 

I shall never forget that first X-ray treat- 
ment. “There is nothing to fear so much as 
fear itself,’’ was a phrase intended for me. To 
my mind ‘“‘fear’’ is as much physical as mental 
pain. I can only compare the chamber in which 
the X-ray machine had been installed to an oven. 

I was placed on a table and the machine 
lowered over my body. I could have reached 
out and touched the walls on either side of me. 
The attendant adjusted the machine, went out 
and closed the door and left me alone. I! can 
remember trying to grasp her arm or dress. 

My throat was so constricted by fear that I 
could not call out. It seemed to me that I was 
in that room for an eternity—actually 15 min- 
utes—and I kept praying over and over again, 
“Oh, God, if it be Thy Holy Will, let me live to 
see my boys (service men) come home again.”

reasons for losing interset in a youngster who 
once was a buddy. 

It was plain to see that a conceited child 
would be left alone and lonely in this small ado- 
lescent world. 

Cheats, bullies and liars were scored almost 
as severely as bossy young show-offs and the 
survey, which consisted of three questionnaires 
for each child, indicated that when your adoles- 
cent offspring picks a pal he considers that 
child’s personality characteristics much more 
carefully than he does the possible fact that the 
prospective friend is a homely fellow who always 
wears patched pants. 

The first questionnaire simply asked each 
child to list, in order, his or her three best 
friends in the classroom, and to give reasons, 

One girl’s typical answers, follow: 

“IT like Norma because I can always trust 
her and because I have known her since the 
first grade. 

“T like Adele because you can have a lot of 
fun with her and because she hardly ever gets 
into an argument. 

“T like Elaine because she likes almost every- 
thing I like and because she is never selfish.” 

Trustworthiness, the ability to be agreeable, 
and unselfishness —-three important attributes 
in grownups as well as in children-—were the

fine points on which this little girl based her 
choice of close companions. - 

But two weeks later her whole list was 
changed, not because her chosen chum’s person- 
alities had changed, but because there was no 
lcnger a good opportunity for the young friends 
to play together. 

“I still like Norma,” the girl wrote, “but I 
play more with other children. 

‘‘Adele gets to school before I do, so she plays 
baseball and they -have enough children. 

“I like Elaine but she lives too far away 
from me so we can’t play with each other.”’ 

Such lack of opportunity for personal con- 
tact, a recent quarrel and incompatibility were 
found to account for one-third of the changes 
the youngsters made in their best friends. 

For this reason, the investigators point out: 

“It appears desirable for parents to provide 
home facilities, such as play rooms, shops, etc., 
that will make it possible for their children to 
attract other children into their homes on an 
informal basis. 

“Over-solicitous parents, who may restrict 
the social contacts of their children on a pretext 
of safety or health, should realize that such ac- 
tions may jeopardize their children’s chances of 
forming stable, friendly relations with other 
children. 

“ ‘Out of sight out of mind’ seems to operate 
with youngsters of these ages.” 

Forty per cent of the 404 children ques- 
tioned made no changes in their list of best pals 
suggesting that, given the right opportunity for 
continued association and a wide enough circle 
from which to choose, friendship is not a fleetiag 
thing among adolescents. 

But a friend who broke faith was a friend 
no longer, as shown unmistakably by the typi- 
cal replies of a 13-year-old boy. 

At first he reported Frank, Freddy and Les- 
ter as his three best friends. 

In order of their importance on his list he 
gave reasons for the choice, as follows: 

“We sell papers on the same corner. 

“He always protects me when I’m in a fight. 

“He’s a safety (guide at dangerous cross- 
ing) and helps me get across the street.”’ 

These obviously utilitarian friends all fell 
down on the job, however, in ways that were 
completely unforgivable to the boy who had 
selected them. 

“Frank got a gang of kids and beat me up.

“Freddy reported me when he was a safety. 

“Lester took my army gun and broke it.” 

The measuring stick by which Syracuse 
sixth-graders judge the worthiness of a friend 
is exceedingly straight. 

Being cheerful, kind, cooperative, generous, 
honest, even-tempered, polite, loyal, agreeable, 
modest, obedient and brave are some of the re- 
quired personality characteristics for a best pal. 

To these eager adolescents, however, cheer- 
fulness seemed nearly 100 times as important 
as bravery; kindness 30 times as essential as 
obedience.

HEY’RE taking the gimmick out of horse 
T racing with gadgets. 

A gimmick is a gadget for putting in 
the fix, but there are certain gadgets which 
take the fix out of gimmicks. This may sound 
like double talk but it’s really ‘“‘talkin’ turkey,” 
as cheating jockeys are finding out. 

As if movies of races, a sharper watch for 
“joints” or batteries and increased activity by 
the Tr. A. Protective Bureau’s gumshoes weren't 
enough to discourage a cheating jockey into turn- 
ing square, he is now confronted also with the 
spectre of “talk back’ which enables racing 
stewards to converse with patrol judges, sta- 
tioned around the racing strip, during a race. 

It’s nothing more than the familiar inter-

office communication’ system of the business 
world, with a voice-recording attachment, that’s 
giving the business to jockeys who have been 
giving it to horse players for years. 

Garden State racetracks introduced the “talk 
back” two years ago and Hialeah installed it 
last winter. Monmouth Park was next on the list 
and from now on it will be standard equipment 
for tracks that don’t want to have themselves 
marked D.D.T., which means dated, delinquent 
and tricky. 

One of the biggest advantages of the “talk 
back” is that it does away with many baseless 
claims of foul and saves much precious time. 
Heretofore, the “foul claimed” sign was the sig- 
nal for a long wait before the official payoff 
was ordered. At tracks where the “talk back’”’ 
is in operation, the number of foul claims entered 


has declined sharply because, with the stewards. 


informed as to what.went on at different stages 
of the race while it was happening, there is no 
chance for jockeys to concoct stories, or to bear 
false witness in order to square grudges. 

On the other hand, legitimate complaints are 
disposed of quickly because the evidence has been 
accumulated even before the claim of foul is 
registered. 

In such cases, with all the jockeys figuring 
in the incident assembled in the judges’ stand, 
the record of the conversation between the 
stewards and the patrol judges is played back. 

Suppose the No. 8 horse, a heavily played 
favorite, was carried wide on the turn into the 
stretch by No. 5, as happened in one case the 
“talk back” settled last winter at Hialeah. 

Those who had backed the favorite, groaned 
as they saw him go wide on the turn and fall 
back into the third slot, in which he finished. 
To the fans it looked like a palpable foul, but 
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it was clear they didn’t see the half of it. 

Luckily for those who bet on other horses, 
the steward and patrol judges were right on 
top of the situation as it was developing. The 
instant Hollis Rinehart, steward for the Florida 
Racing Commission, saw No. 5 swing wide and 
make the favorite bear out, without taking his 
binoculars off the closely huddled pack, he 
barked into the microphone in front of him: 
‘“‘What made No. 5 bear over?” 

All the other stewards and patrol judges 
heard his request through their headphones and 
the patrol at the stretch turn replied: ‘No. 5 
was pinched off by No. 3.”

“Yeah,” confirmed the judge at the head of 
the stretch. “No. 3 cut over first. His boy tried 
to hold him and straightened him out right 
away.” 

Then the stretch judge gave a running com- 
mentary on the progress of the drive down the 
homestreteh, 

It took the stewards only a minute to make 
the result official, Both No. 3 and No. 5 had 
finished out of the money so no foul was called. 
The main point was that the trainer of the 
No. 8 horse made no claim of foul because he 
knew the patrol judge had been ‘on top of the 
play” like a good umpire and that a playback 
of his ‘“‘eyewitness” report to the stewards would 
make any words from him superfluous, 

The fans who had bet on No. 8 to win felt 
glum about the whole business but they realized 
that if the favorite’s trainer hadn't filed a claim 
of foul, they had no squawk coming. So, the 
whole incident was disposed of in one minute 
and the winning prices posted. 

‘Judges just have to think out loud now,” 
said Walter Donovan, one of the Garden State 
masterminds. ‘The sound film does the rest.” 

Here is a typical recording of the patrol 
judges’ comments as a race is in progress: 

“No. 2 is trying to get by on the rail. He 
hasn’t got much room, Now he’s in there.. .it’s

close but he’s made it!...No. 6 is in a pocket 
...He’s trying to get out...They’re squeezing 
him...No. 4 is helding him in...He’s got to go 
around...He is pulling out but he lost two 
lengths...No. 8 is lugging in on No. 2...He’s 
pinched him off...No. 2 has dropped back a 
length...No. 1 has locked legs with No. 12 
..He’s holding onto the stirrup. ..Now he’s let 
him go...No. 7 boy hit No. 3 with his whip... 
He was just swinging wild...No. 3 broke stride 
..He’s lost a length.” 

It didn’t take the jockeys long to learn that 
the “unseen voice’ was keeping tabs on their 
every move. 

Another useful purpose “talk back” serves 
is to cut down the number of unfit horses who 
start in races. They are spotted instantly by 
the patrol judges who notify the stewards. Quick 
as a flash comes the order: “Get him out of 
there,’’ and so the money that would have been 
poured down the drain on the cripple is saved.

ceived a phone call from the desk about a com- 
plaining guest. There was, the guest had de- 
clared, a disgusting smell outside his room. 

“What room is the guest in?” asked McShane. 
“What's that? 10367 He’s right next to the 
little Indian, isn’t he?” 

Told yes, he hot-footed it to the 10th floor. 
After satisfying himself that it was empty, he 
carefully eritered Singh’s suite—and caught a 
rotten-sweet smell that could mean only one 
thing: Opium. 

He searched the Indian’s luggage and uncov- 
ered an opium pipe and a huge quantity of the 
narcotic. Now Singh’s rapid change from illness 
to health was explained — he’d had his smoke. 


UDDENLY McShane became aware of an- 

other preserace in the room. He turned his 

head and there was Singh, who'd entered 

stealthily, holding a pistol on him and smiling. 

“Ah, no,” the little man said softly. “Please 

do not reach for your gun. Please put up your 
hands.” 

McShane was on his haunches at one end 
of a throw rug. Singh was standing on the other 
end of the rug. The detective grabbed the edge 
of the rug and yanked. 

Singh staggered, threw up his arms to main- 
tain his balance and McShane was on him before 
he could recover. The detective grabbed Singh's 
gun, and the struggle was over. : 

Singh, who was not an Indian but a Levan- 
tine, got five years in Leavenworth and his 
$75,000 worth of opium, which he’d planned to 
peddle, was confiscated. 

This dramatic incident serves to highlight 
the intelligent, alert and energetic way in which 
America’s hotel detectives protett the ‘guests in 
their establishments and the public interest. 

Unobtrusively watchful, the house detective 
tries to make the guest more comfortable, and 
safer, in a hotel than he is in his own home. 
He’s constantly on the lookout for thieves, 
prowlers, confidence men, deadbeats or any other 
menace to the peace and security of his estab- 
lishment. Sometimes his work is boresomely 
routine, sometimes it’s highly exciting. 

House Officer Arthur Bolton of New York’s 
Park Central hotel once got a tip that a certain 
guest would bear watching. 

“T hid in a room across the airshaft,”’ he re- 
counted, “and saw him come in. All he did was 
muss up the bed and leave—that marked him as 
definitely suspicious. I trailed him to another 
hotel where he met a confederate. I called police 
and we went in his room with drawn guns.” 

The pair had stolen a book of money-order 
blanks. Each got a room in several different 
hotels and made the rounds each day cashing, as 
guests, the spurious money-orders. Bolton got 
a $50 reward for capturing them. Had they 
been armed, which most hotel law-breakers are 
not, his reward would have been $1,500. 

There is one danger against which house de- 
tectives are helpless, and that is the carelessness 
of the guest himself. There are people who do 
not check their valuables in the hotel safe, who 
do not lock their doors, and, worst of all, those 
who take strangers into their rooms. 


HE Interhotel Protective Association of New 

York, organized and headed by Walter E. 
Clancy, chief of the protection department at 
New York’s Commodore Hotel, has done much 
to eliminate the “drug girls,” who are ruthless 
criminals. Yet, without the co-operation of the 
guest, these charmers will continue to rap 
unwary suckers. 

“These girls,” Clancy explained, “frequent 
bars around hotels. They usually travel in pairs 
and they pick out a man who is obviously a vis- 
itor to the city. They get friendly and the sug- 
gestion is made that they go to his hotel-room 
for a drink. 

“It’s always either soda or beer, because the 
drug they use won’t work with hard liquor. One 
of the girls says that the glasses are dirty, goes 
to the bathroom to wash them and pops the 
drug in the victim’s glass. He drinks—and he’s 
out cold. They strip him and beat it. 

“What makes these girls particularly vicious 
is the drug they use so indiscriminately ; it often 
is fatal to men with weak hearts. Frequently 
the victim, on awakening, can’t remember his 
name or address for several hours. 
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“We get them eventually, by description, and 
knowing how they work. One pair, a brunette 
and a red-head, were recently turned over to po- 
lice before they could get a victim for the night.”’ 

Michael Keene, veteran house officer at De- 
troit’s Book-Cadillac Hotel, can spot these un- 
savory feminine characters almost at a glance. 
“They've got an air of guilt about them you 
can't miss,” he says. 

The fhotel detective’s aim is to prevent any- 
thing from happening rather. than catch the 
culprit after it’s happened. A young house de- 
tective was standing in the lobby of Los Ange- 
les’ Biltmore Hotel one morning when four 
seeming strangers came in. He missed nothing. 
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His Constant Vigil Against 
Any Menace to the Peace 
and Security of His Hotel, 
Assures the Guest of Even 
Greater Safety Than Ordi- 
narily Would Be Found 
at Home 


He saw that they all had reservations, that they 
were well dressed and carried expensive luggage. 

He caught a furtive flicker of recognition that 
passed between the men, so he began to search 
the rogues’ galleries and hotel files. He found 
nothing, but he told the phone operator to let 
him know if the men communicated with each 
other. ne 

In 15 minutes he had his answer. Two of the 
men had arranged to meet the other two in a 
secluded place. People with clean records do not 
ignore each other in public and get chummy in 
private, so the house detective called the police, 
set up an investigation, and before long it was 
found that all four guests had criminal records 
in the East and were planning to move into Los 
Angeles’ drug racket. 

“Crooks make a mistake when they think 
they can lose themselves in a big hotel,” said 
C. C. Smith, chief of surveillance at the Bilt- 
more Hotel in New York City. “There’s no 
other place, except a police station, where there 
are so many people on the lookout for criminal 
activity. Eager to provide maximum comfort 
for guests, every bellboy, housemaid, floor clerk 
—in fact, every employe—is an amateur detec- 
tive with his eyes open.” 

They know what to look for. People up to no 
good fall into patterns. The man who complains 
about everything usually is seeking to distract 
attention from some nefarious scheme. The 
guest who avoids contact with other people also 


bears investigation. 

Teamwork with.his men, routine questioning 
and an intimate knowledge of the patterns that 
hotel crooks follow, helped Oscar Lampl, chief 
officer at New York’s McAlpin Hotel for 18 
years, collar J. Donald McFayden, notorious fur 
thief. 

Several guests at the McAlpin had lost fur 
coats, and Lampi noted similarities in all the 
robberies. Each occurred right after a heavy ar- 
rival of guests. Every victim had come in with 
two valuable coats, wearing one, carrying the 
other. Frequently victims had received mysteri- 
ous “wrong room” phone calls. 

Lampl soon figured out how the trick was 
done. The thief stood around, unnoticed in the 
crowd, until he saw a victim checking in. He 
got the room number at registration, “waited a 
while, then called to see if the coast was clear. 
When it was, he got the key from the busy room 
clerk, calmly went up and stole the extra coat. 
Lampl tipped off other hotels on the thief’s 
procedure and before long McFayden was caught. 


T= Commodore, Clancy’s hotel, also has a 
woman detective, Mrs. Grace Legay, daughter 
of Mrs. Mary Sullivan, for years head of New 
York policewomen. Mrs. Legay is called on for 
special jobs that require feminine understanding. 

Once she was sent to guard a deranged 
woman. Mrs. Legay gently asked her name. 

“The Prophet Moses,” snapped the woman. 

“Peace, Father,” said Mrs. Legay. The wo- 
man quieted down and gave the necessary in- 
formation. 

McShane was once called to solve the theft 
of $20,000 in jewelry from a woman guest. The 
gems had disappeared while she was entertain- 
ing a dozen friends in her room. A week later 
McShane had not uncovered a single clue, but he 
was convinced the friends were innocent, that it 
was an inside job. 

He checked the records of all employes who 
had access to the room on the evening in ques- 
tion. The record of one bellboy, who had worked 
in 12 cities in five years, drew his attention. He 
asked for a check on the suspect in all 12 cities. 

In the meantime he searched the room, for 
the seventh time, in the hope of picking up a 
clue. He found it—a short pi of black thread 
attached to the inside shaft of the water closet 
handle. The thief had placed the gems in a bag 
and hung them inside the water closet until he 
had a good chance to remove them. 

Reports came in on the bellboy. Thefts had 
occurred in each of the hotels at the time he 
worked in them. 

McShane found out that the girl friend of 
the bellboy was two-timing him while he was 
on duty. Two days later the detective’s break 
came. The bellboy didn’t come to work. It was 
learned he had been stabbed in a fight with his 
girl’s other beau, a friend of the bellboy’s. 

McShane hurried to the hospital and found 

the bellboy and the girl together. He badgered 
the suspect about the girl’s duplicity, declared 
that she and the other man planned to skip 
with the gems. 
’ The girl denied the charge heatedly, so heat- 
edly that the bellboy didn’t believe her. He con- 
fessed to the theft. The two men and the girl 
went to prison. 


REDIT managers sometimes team up with 

house detectives. There was the time Albert 
FE. Baker, credit manager of New York City’s 
Park Central Hotel, saved a former Wave from 
a disastrous marriage. 

He became suspicious of a man, who regis- 
tered as a member of the “Australian Military 
Mission.’”’ He checked the man’s room, found a 
thank-you letter from a Washington hotel care- 
fully planted on the desk. 

“That cinched it,” Baker said. “Homest peo- 
ple don’t leave letters about where a credit 
manager will see them. The guy obviously ex- 
pected a visit.” 

Baker left and when he returned later there 
were two girls in the room. One, the former 
Wave, said she was going to marry the sus- 
pected guest. When the man arrived he was cor- 
nered and confessed he was a phoney ‘who could 
not pay his bill. 

The ex-Wave began to cry. She’d given him 
all her money. She was far from home, penni- 
less. “I searched the man,” Baker said, “gave 
the girl the money she’d handed over to him and 
told her to beat it back to Nebraska.”’ The man, 
a professional deadbeat, went to jail. 

The guest who yells for a “cop” needlessly 
can also be a headache, like the man who swore 
he’d been robbed of $300 and a diamond pin, 
only to discover he’d carefully placed his pos- 
sessions in the inverted bowl of the chandelier 
the night before and forgotten it. 

But whatever the complaint, the house de- 
tective, aided by; his staff of amateur sleuths, is 
always on the job, to make sure you are just as 
safe living in his hotel as you possibly could be 
in your home.

IC ing. at “what the book says” about get- 
ting along with other people didn't seem 
to help Clark Tibbits, the 45-year-old -di- 
rector of the Institute of Human Adjustments, 
at the University of Michigan, to hold his own 
pretty wife.

It has been conceded that most women can 
take an occasional sharp rebuke about their 
shortcomings provided their husbands are not 
too rough and unreasonable. 

According to the Helen made 
against the director of the Institute for Human 
Adjustment, “On numerous occasions he would 
make notations of statements and acts of the 
plaintiff as though he were keeping a written 
record of her acts and conduct, all of which 
made it impossible for the plaintiff to make 
the home life of the parties congenial and pleas- 

ant.” 

These copious notes of criticism, taken dur- 
ing more than a decade of marriage, weren't

defendant occasionally would shout at me and 
grab me in a rough manner.”’ 

Helen Tibbits also told the court that her 
husband expected more of her in the way of 
physical labor than she was able to do, and that 
he was highly neurotic, having black moods in 
which he became cynical as well as critical. 

One evening, Mrs. Tibbits reported, her hus- 
band had taken the family to the movies. There 
are two daughters—Helen Jean, 12, who is the 
wife’s child by her former marriage, and Ann, 
aged nine. When they returned to their small 
farm home near Ann Arbor, Mrs. Tibbits sat 
down in front of the girls and wept. 

“Now I've taken you to the movies,” he 
sobbed (according to the report), “and there 
are weeds in the carrots.”’ 

Tibbits’ attorneys filed a denial, on his be- 
half, of all the charges of cruelty. 

The defendant said, according to the record, 
that his wife was a dominating, inflexible per- 
son, and that as a result of this he sometimes 
experienced frustratfon to the point of tears.

Moreover, he said, she would sometimes an- 
tagonize people by telling them bluntly what she 
thought of them, even at social gatherings. 

He added that she continually accused hir,

The court record showed that the man who 
couldn’t put into practice in his own home the 
rules for successful human relationships that 
professional workers in his Institute “preached,” 
eventually took his troubles to a psychiatrist.

cisco Gonzales de Ybarra-—although he went mad and died 

obscurely-—had his way in the end. 

He always said that the treasure in the heavy, iron-banded black 
box would bring no good to any man who unjustly took it from 
Mission San Fernando Rey. He promised to shield it against pirates 
coming by sea, and marauders approaching by land, and preserve it 
for the Church. But almost until the day it happened, he failed to 
count on what Gov. Jose Figuero might do. 

That day came in 1834, and in the morning Padre Ybarra said: 

“I am sorry that I lived to see this dawn.” 

Dawn brought the governor's administrator and his aides to the 
mission. Padre Ybarra watched them sadly. They were taking 
possession. They were seizing one of the finest missions in Cali- 
fornia, built up so shrewdly, even autocratically, by the padre that 
often he had been spoken of as ‘‘Padre Napoleon.” 

Like other missions in the 1830s, San Fernando Rey was_ being 
forced to bow to the governor's orders, but Padre Ybarra was not 
bowing. He vanished, and when the administrator asked again and 
again, “Is there not a treasure here?”’ no one would—-or could——reply. 

Years passed and the story of Padre and the iron-banded chest 
began to take a form which, with additions, has been passed on down 
to today. Grief-stricken by the loss of the mission, Padre Ybarra, it 
was told, became Renna! Somewhere, perhaps at a place on the 
mission’s great property, he had buried the treasure, it was said, 
and more than one sought it vainly. 

They hunted the treasure while the priest still lived, and they 
“hunted it more avidly after he died in San Diego without ever, so far 
as was known, disclosing where it had been hidden. 

After that, historians of the day began to cast a little doubt on 
the treasure itself. Perhaps, they said, there never had been one. 

Then, 60 years after Padre Ybarra died, that doubt was settled. 
A stranger riding through San Fernando Valley came one day to an 
ancient house where a Mexican, Leandro Rojas, lived with his family. 
In the house, where he was made welcome, he caught a glimpse of a 
heavy, iron-banded black chest. 

When he asked what it was, his host began to tremble. 

“It is a chest of misfortune,’ Rojas said. “I was young when I 
first saw it. My brother Pedro was young, too. We were working as 
vaqueros for a wealthy rancher. One day we rode into the Simi Hills 
looking for cattle that had strayed. In a lonely canyon we came 
upon a very old house.” 

Rojas paused and his face was sober. 

“Inside the house we saw the chest. Beside the chest there 
were three skeletons.” 

He and his brother pried the chest open. They saw in it many 
Spanish coins dated in the 1780s. 

“We found an old spade and buried the skeletons,” Rojas con- 
tinued. ‘“‘We thought perhaps they had died in violence, while an- 
other, taking most of it, had triumphed and escaped. My brother, 
Pedro, lifted the box, taking it with him, and we mounted our horses.”’ 

They wanted to leave the sinister place quickly, Rojas said, and 
they were riding briskly past the graves when Pedro’s horse reared 
and threw him. His back struck a rock. His head struck a boulder. 
He did not know it then, but his spinal cord was severed. 

“He never walked or talked again,” said Rojas. 

The money never brought either him or Pedro any but evil luek, 
he said. It was spent quickly—-until Rojas had only two coins left. 

“T believed the coins had been stolen from the Church,” he said. 
“So I gave Our Lady half of what I had left.” 

The stranger, back inside the house with his host again, exam- 
ined the chest. One coin remained in it. 

That was not so significant as a barely legible Latin inscription 
inside the lid, bearing the date, 1824, and two bold initials on the 
outside of the lid, “F. Y.” 

The Latin, partly deciphered by the stranger, told a legend of 
3,500 coins belonging to Mission San Fernando--secreted in the 
chest to be safe from pirates and other thieves, who were active in 
the time of Padre Fernando Ybarra. 

Of the signature there remained only the final letters, “arra.”’ 
But the initials on the lid were clear, F (the story goes) for Fernando 
and Y (the story goes) for Ybarra.

HE faint purr of the radio suddenly became 
T a raucous crackle. The dark-haired young 
woman in the lonely control tower stopped 
looking on the rows of sleek Army fighter planes 
based for the night at Woodrum Field, Roanoke, 
Va., and listened intently. 

“Calling Nashville. Come in Nashville. Can 
you hear me, Nashville. Over.” 

The strained voice died for a minute and then 
called again. The desperate words were repeated. 
“Am lost somewhere near Nashville. Come in 
Nashville. Over.” 

The girl in.the tower went into action quickly. 
A pilot, hundreds of miles away in Tennessee, 
was trying frantically to reach a control tower 
and, strangely enough, her receiver was the only 
one getting his message of distress. Wasting no 
precious time she picked up the direct telephone 
wire to Atlanta. 

“Hello, Atlanta,” she said crisply. “There is 
a lost pilot somewhere near Nashville. Yes, I 
can hear what he says.” Straining to hear his 
every word, she repeated what he was saying to 
the control tower in Atlanta. “I can see some 
lights near what looks like a dump. The lights 
are a little brighter on one side.” 

The system of communication between air- 
ports began to function. Atlanta alerted the air- 
ports near Nashville, informing them that an 
Army pilot was trying to reach them. 

A few minutes later the girl at Roanoke 
heard them contact the pilot, and soon he was 
safely guided into the airbase unaware that an 
alert young woman probably had saved his life. 

Christina Murray, 33 years old, and hailing 
from Amory, Miss. shruged off this incident as 
“routine’”—and she prefers to describe her pres- 
ent important and exciting duties in the control 
tower at New York’s International Airport as a 
“regular job” and “not glamorous at all.”’ 

A. hard-flying lieutenant and the crew of a 
Liberator bomber would dispute her efforts to 
play down her skill at guiding planes in tight 
situations. They were so grateful that they took 
her out to dinner with all the trimmings after 
she got them safely into Woodrum Fie i. 

It was late in the afternoon and the weather 
had been getting contimously worse. Scheduled 
flights from the field had been cancelled. No 
more flights were expected and then Chris saw 
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the big bomber flying low near the field, ob- 
viously trying to get itself located. Chris called 
the plane on the radio and began directions. 

“The weather was bad. The pilot didn't 
know there was a tower here. I gave him clear- 
ance to land. He hadn’t had much instrument 
experience and was very grateful,” she explains, 

In aviation, the unexpected can happen at 
any time so when Chris, a bride of less than a 
year, takes over her duties at Idlewild Field, she 
knows she has to keep an eagle eye on the 4900 
acres that make up the world’s largest airport. 

Her weather reperts, wind directions and 
technical data must be perfect, for a mistake 
could easily cause the destruction of one of these 
planes and a tragic loss of life. 

Chris has seen cows stroll onto airfields ob- 
livious to the hazards of the mechanical age, and 
while she was at Westchester County airport a 
fox parked on the runway, halting operations. 

On the midnight watch Chris frequently 
takes over her special duties alone. There is no 
one else to help her handle its telephones, radios, 
squawk boxes, special lines to crash crews, wind- 
gauge instruments and indicators. 

Even romance has entered the picture, for 
“after all,” she says, “I met my husband when J 
was in the control tower at Roanoke in 1944.” 
She began to notice a battered little plane com- 
ing into the field frequently and wondered who 
was flying it. One day near the hangar line she 
was looking at this plane when an instructor 
stopped to talk. 

“Who owns that little ship?” she inquired.

ECAUSE the groves of cherry trees that 
~ crowned the hill made it one of the most 

beautiful and fashionable suburbs of the 
little city, Cherry Hill was chosen as the first 
official home of the newly-elected president, 
George Washington, 169 years ago. But because 
the City of New York was growing so fast, 
Cherry Hill became a slum soon after that. 

Today Cherry Hill has completed the cycle. 
It is respectable again. The tenements recently 
have been razed, and clean, orderly low-rent 
apartments will be opened for the new residents 
of Cherry Hill in 1949 or 1950. 

It was in 1789 that President Washington 
first saw the palatial mansion chosen for his 
residence. As he drove up the tree-bordered road, 
he doubtless saw his steward, Sam Fraunces, 
waiting for him. Sam gave his name to the tav- 
ern that exists to this day in New York. His 
daughter, Phoebe, was a young woman whose 
exploits have been sadly neglected by historians. 

If it had not been for Phoebe Fraunces there 
might never have been a President Washington, 
_because the bright young housekeeper saved the 
life of the,president when he was commander- 
in-chief of the American armies. The price she 
paid was the life of the man she loved. 

At the beginning of the revolutionary war, 
in the few short months that New York remained 
in American hands, Phoebe Fraunces was house- 
keeper to the general and his staff. Among the 
squad of soldiers assigned to protect the general 
was a handsome young British deserter, Thomas 
Hickey by name. Phoebe Fraunces loved him. 

When she learned that her lover planned to 
assassinate General Washington, as part of a 
plot to defeat the American armies, her choice 
was not a simple one, 

The mayor of the city and the governor of 
the colony were in the plot, and great wealth 


was promised to Hickey for his part in it. Hickey .

assured the comely maiden, that she would share 
this wealth. Against love and the promise of 
riches Phoebe Fraunces weighed her loyalty to 
her country and her devotion to its commander- 
in-chief. She turned in her lover as a traitor. 

The plot, which involved hundreds of men and 
complete preparations, was foiled. Thomas 
Hickey was hanged. So far as is known, Phoebe’s 
only reward was the position of housekeeper to 
Washington when he became president 13 years 
later, and took up his residence in Franklin 
Square on top of Cherry Hill. 

Now a pier of Brooklyn Bridge rests on the 
once-beautiful site and it is just another part of 
New York’s lower East Side. In 1642, however, 
it was part of Govert Loockerman’s farm. 

Loockerman planted what may have been 
the first cherry orchard in the new world ex- 
tending from the East River several city blocks 
up to the crest of the little hill. Later the hill 
became a garden, and eventually it was the 
fashionable residential area for the wealthy mer- 
chants from the growing city to the west. Walter 
Franklin, a Quaker merchant, built his three- 
story mansion of brick imported from Holland. 
This home was chosen for President Washington. 

Later, John Jay, first chief justice of the 
Supreme Court, made his home on Cherry street, 
as did John Hancock, and another young woman, 
over whose role in history the chroniclers have 
skimmed, made her contribution to America on 
Cherry street. She was Mary Jennings, wife of 
Captain Samuel C. Reid, a U. S. Naval hero. ’ 

In 1818 Congressman Peter Wendover of New 
York complained to Captain Reid about the con-

fusion resulting from the Flag Act of 1777, 
which specified a star and a stripe for each state 
of the union. Some flags had as many as 18 
stars and stripes, some as few as nine. 

Captain Reid suggested that the stripes re- 
main constant at 13, and that the stars represent 
the total number of states. He volunteered to 
furnish such a flag and bought the material. 

Captain Reid intended to take the cloth to a 
professional seamstress, but Mary would not 
hear of it. She insisted that the first flag should 
be a labor of love and with her own fingers she 
sewed on the eighteen stars and the thirteen 
stripes. 

Wendover was so,pleased with the flag that 


' he had it hoisted over Congress on April 13, 


1818, although the act creating it did not be- 
come effective until July 4. 

During its middle period the district was 
famous for the gangs which waged warfare in 
the Bloody Fourth, as that ward was called. 
Boss William M. Tweed was born in Cherry 
street. So was Steve Brodie. 

After Steve became wealthy he tried to move 
his mother away, but she refused to budge. Once 
he had her evicted, thinking she would then con- 
sent to move to finer quarters, but as he strolled 
by the old lady and her furniture on the side- 
walk she called down such insults upon him that, 
with the help of the neighbors, he picked the 
old lady up, and carried her back. 

The Housing Authority of New York City re- 
cently began construction of a $16,000,000 group 
of low-income homes on Cherry Hill. In honor of 
another famous American who. first saw the 
light of day on Cherry Hill, the houses will bear 
the name of the late Governor Alfred E. Smith.

Surrounding the Bridge Wizard Were a Host 
of Jealous and Jilted Women as 
Well as Angry Men. 


By Peter Levins 


r THE gallery of New York City 

homicides, this picture is prob- 

ably the most unforgettable of 
all the exhibits: 

In a large, comfortable chair in the living 
room of a three-story house on West 70th St., 
a widely known New Yorker sits with a bullet 
wound between his eyes. He is clothed in 
rumpled pajamas, the coat of which is unbut- 
toned. He'wears no slippers on his bare feet, 
his toupee is not on his head. 

An open letter rests in his lap; several un- 
opened envelopes are on the floor. 

He is breathing heavily but his senses are 
beyond function. 

This was the sight that met the eyes of 
Mrs. Marie Larsen as she arrived shortly after 
8 a.m., Friday, June 11, 1920, to pursue her 
duties as housekeeper for Joseph Bowne Elwell, 
45-year-old bridge whist expert and connoisseur 
of feminine charm. 

About two hours later, Elwell was dead. 


BY WHOM, and why, the bullet that killed was 

fired are questions which have never been 
answered—officially. Numerous fellow citizens 
of the murdered Elwell believed at the time, 
and still believe, that the authorities reached 
a solution, but for one or more reasons chose 
not to accuse anyone. Officially, this belief is 
classed as nothing more than legend. 

Be that as it may, the investigation quickly 
followed the approved lines: An examination of 
the slain man’s colorful* background, a check 
of his most recent movements, and a meticulous 
inspection of the murder house. All these in- 
quiries seemed to provide leads for the squads 
of detectives working under the capable super- 
vision of District Attorney Edward Swann and 
Police Captain Arthur Carey. 

Elwell, a native of Cranford, N. J., had been 
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a recognized wizard at bridge for 20 years. He 
had written profitable books on the subject, and 
earned a lavish income instructing free-spending 
society women. He also made large sums on 
stock market tips, given him by pupils and 
card-playing acquaintances. 


N ASSOCIATION with William H. Pendleton, 

a well-known turf man, he had organized the 
Beach Racing Stable, with a stud farm at Cov- 
ington, Ky. He was also a partner in two 
valuable stallions with Phil Chinn, a Kentucky 
sportsman. 

In 1904, Elwell had married the former wife 
of a Long Island City attorney, and they had 
one child, Richard Derby Elwell, who was 15 
at the time of the murder. Elwell and his wife 
had separated in 1916, for by this time his 
interest in other women was widespread. 

Besides the town house on 70th St., he 
owned cottages at Palm Beach, Fla.; Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., and Long Beach, L. I. His 
household staff consisted of a secretary and 
valet, a chauffeur, and the housekeeper. None 
of them lived on the premises. 

In his desk Elwell kept a card index which 
contained the names, initials, pet names, ad- 
dresses and telephone numbers of 53 women. 
He possessed hundreds of photographs of women, 
many of them top-drawer social lights. Also 
among his effects was a list of women to whom 
he sent sums monthly. 

His recent movements: 

On the evening before his death, Elwell 
dined at a fashionable hotel with Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter Lewisohn and a sister of the latter, 
Viola Kraus, who had that same day received 
her divorce from Victor von Schlegell, a one- 
time Yale football star. By chance, Von Schleg- 
ell and his newly affianced, Miss Emily Hope 
Anderson, a Minneapolis singer studying voice 
in New York, occupied a near-by table. 

Later Elwell and his companions visited the 


New Amsterdam Theatre roof, where the “Mid- 
night Frolics’” were playing. As they seated 
themselves, they were amused to see, once again, 
Von Schlegell and Miss Anderson, two tables 
away from them. 

“IT can’t seem to keep away from Vi!” Von 
Schlegell laughed. 

At 2 a. m., the Lewisohn party went down the 
elevator to 42d St. and hailed a taxicab. Elwell 
declined a lift to his own home, saying that the 
cab would be too crowded. They, therefore, 
bade him good-night and left him walking 
toward Seventh Ave. 

It was established that he hired a cab im- 
mediately afterward. The driver, Edgar Walters, 
told the police that the journey was without 
incident except that at 66th St. Elwell got out 
to purchase a morning paper, featuring turf 
news. Elwell had entered his home at 2:30. 


OME while later, Viola Kraus phoned —to 

apologize, it was said, for some small mis- 
understanding. She explained that she and 
Elwell had had a “mild quarrel’; this could 
have been the reason why he had preferred 
not to ride home in the Lewisohn cab. 

At 4:39, the telephone company’s records 
showed, he called the phone number of William 
Pendleton in Far Rockaway, L. I. No one had 
answered, according to the record, although 
Pendleton asserted that, since his phone extension 
stood on a table by his bed, he surely would 
have heard the bell if it had sounded. 

At 6:09, Elwell called a number in Garden 
City, L. I. Whom he called, or whether he got 
an answer, has never been revealed. 

At 6:15, Henry Otter, a milkman, stopped 
and left a quart of milk in the bestibule. 

At 7:10, Charles S. Torey, the postman, 
opened the storm doors, dropped the day’s mail 
on the tiled floor, and pushed the buzzer twice. 

At 8:10, Mrs. Larsen climbed the three steps 
to the vestibule, picked up the bottle of milk, 
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the front door ajar when he arrived home, 
no means of entry were available. Like so 
many other tantalizing circumstances, this puz- 
zle remained unresolved, and therefore a topic 
of endless speculation. 

In the front of the house, on the third floor, 
the investigators found a bedroom completely 
fitted for feminine occupation. 

In Elwell’s bedroom, on the floor beside the 
bed lay the morning newspaper he had brought 
home open at the pages containing Friday’s 
entries at the various race tracks. 

At the foot of the bed stood a chair con- 
taining the carefully folded trousers of Elwell’s 
evening clothes. Of possible significance was 
the fact that there was some $400 in cash in 
one of the pockets. Jewelry and toupee were 
on the dresser. 

As for the living room: 

The chair in which Elwell had been sitting 
stood near the hall door and faced the fireplace. 
Just to the. right—that is, the dying man’s 
right—-was a table on which lay a .45 calibre 
steel-jacketed bullet. The bullet had passed 
through Elwell’s head, struck the wall above 
and behind him, and ricochetéed to the top of 
the table. 

On the floor in front of the chair was the 
empty shell which the pistol, an army automatic, 
had ejected when fired. Bullet and cartridge 
had been manufactured in 1917 for the VU. S. 
Army. 


came at 7:10? If he knew the housekeeper 
would not arrive until some minutes after 8, 
why had he not taken Elwell’s money and 
jewelry? 

If the intruder was hiding behind the Cogs- 
well chair, and if this chair was on the other 
side of the room, how could be have gotten with- 
in a few feet of his victim unobserved? 

No one remembered seeing anyone leave the 
house during the half-hour or so between the 
shooting and the arrival of Mrs, Larsen, 

All Elwell’s relatives were found to have un- 
assailable alibis. This included Mrs. Elwell, who 
was not only dependent upon him for $200 a 
month and their son’s expenses, but who knew, 
also, that she would receive nothing im his will. 

One theory considered was that Elwell had 
been killed by someone to whom he had refused 
to pay a debt. No such debt could be uncovered; 
moreover, Elwell at the time of his death had 
considerable money in his banks, and had prop- 
erties readily convertible into cash, 


THE letter Elwell had been reading was from 

Lloyd Gentry, his racing stable trainer in 
Covington, This offered no clue, 

According to the authorities, every man and 
woman in any way connected with Elwell proved 
to have an unimpeachable alibi. Needless to 
point out, this did not rule out the possibility of 
a hired assassin. 

Hundreds of anonymous tips were checked. 
Detectives went to Palm Beach, Saratoga, Ken- 
tucky, and to every race track and community 
where Elwell had ever been, Every man and 
woman he had ever known came in for scrutiny. 
No trace of a clue resulted, 

As might be expected, a number of innocent 
persons found themselves in the blinding lime- 
light of the investigation. 

There was Viola Kraus. She proved that she 
had spent the night in the Lewisohn apartment. 

There was Von Schlegell. He also had an 
unassailable alibi. 

Shortly before 8, he had left his apartment 
on East 61st St.—nine blocks south of the El- 
well house, and all the way across Central Park 
from it—and had gone to a garage on East 58th 
St. He had intended to leave early for Atlantic 
City with his fiancee, Miss Anderson, but his car, 
he learned, wouldn’t be ready. for another hour. 

Soon after the Elwell stery broke, Miss 
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Anderson entrained for Minneapolis, and some 
time afterwards she and Von Schlegell were 
married. 


unlocked the door, and went inside. 

As she walked down the hall, she glanced 
through the first door on her right into the 
living room. What she saw sent her back- 
tracking into the street. 

“Call an ambulance, quick!” she cried to 
Milkman Otter, whose wagon was standing at 
the opposite curb. “Mr. Elwell has been shot!”’ 

Otter, however, suggested she get the traffic 
cop on duty at the next corner. This officer 
found the Elwell phone out of order, then put 
through a call from a next-door apartment 
at 8:31. 

Removed to a hospital, Elwell died withou 
regaining consciousness. He died leaving these 
questions unanswered: 


WHo could have been his assailant? Was the 
killer in the house at the time Elwell got up? 
Had he broken in, or had he—or she—-been 
admitted by Elwell himself? 

It soon developed that any one of a hundred 
persons could have wished this man’s death. 
His life had abounded in angry husbands, jealous 
sweethearts, jilted teen-agers, disgruntled card 
Josers, and various shady characters of the turf 
and underworld. 

Now we inspect the premises. 

There were three entrances, the front door, 
a rear door, and a door under the street stairs 
which led to the basement. Mrs. Larsen had 
found the front door locked, and the other two 
doors were secured from the inside. She said 
that the front door lock had been recently 
changed, and that only two keys had been 
provided. 

All the windows ere fastened inside except 
for one in Elwell’s bedroom in the rear of the 
third floor, which had been left open. This 
window was not accessible to an intruder. A 
large front window downstairs was covered by 


+ a heavy iron grill. 
Captain and his associates agreed 


that, unless Elwell admitted somebody or left 
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Opposite this chair, but to Elwell’s left and 
in the corner of the room, stood a high-backed 
Cogswell chair. The killer could have hidden 
behind this, but the bullet could net have been 
dispatched from there; the 30 powder marks 
on Elwell’s face indicated that the gun had 
exploded from a distance of no more than 
four feet. 

Also, the hole in the back of the head was 
exactly one inch higher than the wound in the 
forehead, and the mark on the wall showed that 
the bullet had been ascending. This indicated 
that the killer had fired either from the hip. or 
from a crouching position. 

On the fireplace mantel was a cigaret stub 
of a brand other than those Elwell kept on hand. 

The telephone stood on the table at Elwell’s 
right. As previously stated, it wasn’t working 
that morning. Mrs. Larsen told the police it 
had been out of order for several days, but the 
telephone company records showed that it had 
been functioning within recent hours. 

According to the investigators, no finger- 
prints of significance were to be found. . Nor 
was there the faintest sign of a struggle. 

Obviously, Elwell had been shot either by 
someone whose presence became known to him 
almost at the instant the gun exploded, or by 
a person he completely trusted. 

If he admitted this person, the question arose 
as to whom he would have admitted minus his 
toupee and slippers. It was soon agreed that 
this could be narrowed down to a very select 
few. One theory was that Elwell admitted some- 
one before he went to bed, and that when he 
went down and got the mail he expected to be 
alone and unobserved. 

But where had this person been in the mean- 
time? There was no indication that anyone else 
that night had been in any of the bedrooms. 

If this was the deed of a burglar, how did 
he get into the house? If he was in the house 
at the time Elwell got home, what kept him 
there until a few minutes after the postman 


A®S THE investigation progressed, there was 

considerable speculation over whether or not 
a woman could have killed Eftwell, since it was 
generally assumed that it was unlikely that any 
woman would deliberately plan to commit mur- 
der with a .45 calibre army automatic—an ex- 
ceptionally heavy weapon with a powerful recoil. 

As already pointed out, whoever did fire the 
gun, either shot from the hip, or from a 
crouched position. Most women, the authorities 
felt, would have had difficulty firing a .45 auto- 
matic in either manner. 

Nevertheless, the names of numerous women 
entered the case, but they were all exonerated. 

Exonerated too, were the members of El- 
well’s household staff, Pendleton, Mrs. Schuyler 
L. Parsons, a bridge pupil, and Mrs. Larsen’s 
husband, Andrew, a former butler who had 
served in the army and was then a butcher. 

After Elwell’s death Mrs. Elwell took steps 
to protect her son’s interest in the estate. Much 
later an out-of-court settlement granted the son 
about $50,000. 

At this point, the story exhausts itself. It is 
not possible to detail successive steps of pro- 
ductive detective work beeause there were none. 
There was no trial, with its volumes of testi- 
mony and opposing orations. There was no after- 
math of appeals, petitions, final statements, day 
of judgment. 

The fact is that the Elwell case was a superb- 
ly staged melodrama which never progressed 
much beyond the first act. No playwright could 
have asked for more in the way of characters, 
murder setting, and the like. But somewhere in 
the second act the curtain fell and the question 
of who shot Elwell remains unanswered.

Careful marking and use 
of the notches will place 
fullness, ease, and other 
detailing at the exact posi- 
tion for which it was de- 
signed. If notchés are cut 
away from the edge like 
small pennants, they will 
be easier to see. However, 
a more time-saving way is 
to make small snips into 
the seam allowance at the 
position of each notch after 
you have all the garment 
pieces cut out. Make these

c* -RTAIN perforations in 

the pattern indicate 
such construction details 
as pleats, darts, and tucks. 
These should be indicated 
on your material in such a 
way that they are easily 
visible and will last as long 
as needed. 

One method of marking 
fabric is to use tailors’ 
tacks. You can make these 
while the pattern is still 
pinned to the material, or 
you can indicate the per- 
foration marks with pins, 
and then make loop 
stitches through both 
thicknesses of fabric with 
a double thread. Cut the 
long stitches between the 
loops. Separate fabric, and 
clip threads so that one 
half of the loop remains in 
each piece of material as 
shown in the diagram. 

If you use tailors’ chalk, 
mark directly on the fabric 
through each perforation. 

Wherever possible, make 
your markings on the 
wrong side of the fabric. 
Test a scrap of your ma- 
terial to see whether chalk 
marks rub off easily or are 
hard to remove. This will 
help you choose between 
thread and chalk markings.
